The water main apparently was 
blown up by dynamite. The explo- 
sion occurred at a point inside the 
shop yards, between the fence sur- 
rounding the property and a row of 
box cars and at a point about 75 
feet from a picket stand.

‘The explosion, which occurred about 
midnight or shortly after, stirred 
Spencer as no other incident since 
the strike began. 

Promiscuous firing near the picket 
lines on the East Spencer side just 
before daylight startled numbers of 
citizens as far away as Salisbury and 
caused nurses at the bospital there 
to make ready te receive injured per- 
sons they and others in Salisbury 
believing a riot had occurred.

LESSON 126—Protective Regulations for Receiving Stations. 

The national board of fire underwriters has recently issued a bulletin 
containing tentative regulations applying to radio receiving stations. These 
specifications embody a number of important changes in former rules gov- 
erning radio installations, due to the fact that the original requirements 
were drafted with a view to providing protection from hazards connected 
with the operation of tfansmitting stations. Stations employing lofty 
antennae and equipment of high potential naturally need protective de- 
vices which differ coasiderably from those necessary to receiving stations 
which ordinarily use comparatively ‘small antennae for the interception of 
very minute current. . cs 

The hazard due to lightning, 
be protected, is eliminated in the case of the indoor antenna so that a 
receiving station used in conjunction with an indoor antenna. is con- 
sidered to be devoid of danger from this source. 

The tremendous increase in the number of installations of radio 
telephone receiving sets has resulted in the replacement of the large 
capacity switch and heavy ground wire by an approved lightning arrester 
used with a ground wire of comparatively small gauge. The tentative 
regulations are as follows: 
| Rule 86—National Electric Code—Radio Equipment. 

(For Receiving Stations Only) 

Antenna. 2. Antennas outside of buildings shall not cross over or 
under electric light or power wires of any circuit of more than six hun- 
dred (600) volts or railway, trolley or feeder wires nor shall it be so 
located that a failure of either antenna or the above-mentioned electric 
light or power wires can result in a contact between the antenna and such 
electric light or power wires. 

Antennas shall be constructed and installed in a strong ‘and: durable 
manner and shall be so located as to prevent accidental contact with light 
and power wires by sagging or swinging. 

Splices and joints in the antenna span, unless made with approved 
clamps or splicing devices, shall be soldered. 

Antennas installed inside of buildings are not covered by the above 
Specifications. 

_ Lead-in Wires. b. lLead-in wires shall be of copper, approved cop- 
per-clad steel or other approved metal which will not corrode excessively 
and in no case shail they be smaller than No. 14 B. & S. gauge except that 
approved copper-clad steel not less than No. 17 B. & S. gauge may be 
used. | 

Lead-in wires On the outside of buildings shall not come nearer thay 
four (4) inches to electric light and power wires unless separated there- 
from by a continuous and firmly fixed non-conductor that will maintain 
permanent separation, The non-conductor shall be in addition to any 
insulation on the wire. ; 


absorptive insulating bushing. 

Protective Device. c.° Each lead-in wire shall be provided with an 
approved protective device properly connected and located (inside or 
outside the building)-as near as practicable to the point where the wire 
i enters the building. The protector shall not be placed in the immediate 
Beegetee of easily.ignitable stuff, os where exposed to inflammable gases 
| or dust or flyings of combustible materials. 

The protective device shall be an approved lightning arrester which 

will operate at a potential of five hundred (500) volts or less. 

The use of an antenna grounding switch is desirable, but does not 
| obviate the necessity for the approved protective device required in this 
‘section. The antenna grounding switch if installed shall, in its closed 
' position, form a shunt around the protective device. 

Protective Ground Wire. d. The ground wire may be bare or in- 
sulated and shall be of copper or approved copper-clad steel. If of copper 
the ground wire shall not be smaller than No. 14 B. & S. gauge and if of 
approved copper-clad steel shall not be snraller than No. 17 B. & S. gauge. 
The ground wire shall be run,in as straight.a line as possible to a good 
permanent ground. Preference shall be given to water piping. Gas pip- 
ing shall not be used for grounding protective devices. Other permissible 
grounds are grounded steel frames of buildings or other grounded metallic 
work in the building and artificial grounds such as driven pipes, cones, etc. 

The ground wire shall be protected against mechanical injury. An 
approved ground clamp shall be used whenever the ground wire is con- 
nected to pipes or piping. 

Wires Inside Buildings. e. Wires inside buildings shall be securely 
fastened in a workmanlike manner and shall not come nearer than two 
(2) inches to any electric light or power wire unless separated therefrom 
by some continuous or firmly fixed non-conductor making a permanent 
separation. This non-conductor shall be in addition to any regular insula- 
tion on the wire. Porcelain tubing or ere flexible tubing may be 
used for encasing wires to comply with this rule. 

Receiving Equipment Ground Wire. f. The ground conductor may 
be bare or insulated and shall be of copper, approved copper-clad steel or 
other approved metal which will not corrode excessively under existing 
conditions and in no case shall the ground wire be less than No. 14 
B: & S. gauge except that approved copper-clad steel not less than No. 


17 B. & S. gauge may be used.

Members of the train crew of the 
Southland reported at the terminal 
station this morning that the body of 
a man was lying near the railroad 
track. ® Later the man, who was still 
alive, was picked up and taken to 
the hospital. The only words Brown 
uttered after reaching the hospital] 
were, “Let me die—knocked off.”

DES AT RESIDENCE 


Mrs. William W. Austell, one. of At- 
lanta’s most beloved women, died at 
5:15 o’clock Sunday afternoon at the 
residence on Austell Way, seven miles 
from the city, after an illness of seven 
weeks.

Following is the foreword which 
prefaced the Bible reading last night 
from Station WGM by Professor 
James F. Watson, president of the 
Atlanta School of Oratory and Expres- 
sion: 

‘ihe publie reading of the Scriptures is 
ag ancient custom. When the hosts of 
Israel, marching up out of Egypt, reached 
the promised iand, Joshua, the leader, 
“read all the words of the law, the bless. 
iny and the curse, according to all that is 
written in the book of the law. There 
was not a word of all that Moses com- 
macded which Joshua read not befvre al] 
the assembly of Israel.’’ Joshua 111:34-35. 

In the time of Nehemiah and Ezra they 
assembled the people, then “They read in 
the law of God distinctly, and they gave the 
sense 80 that they understood the read- 
ing.”” Neh. VILI:8& And there was a 
great reformation. 

In Luke IV., 16-17, we are told that 
Jesus was accustomed to enter the syna- 
gogue and publiciy yead the Bible. ‘He 
entered as His custdém was, into the syna- 
gogue on the Sabbath day, and stood up 
to read.’’ 

Justin Martyr says about A. D. 140: “On 
the day which is called Sunday, there is an 
assembly in the same place of all who live 
i. the cities, or in the country districts, 
and the records of the aposties or the 
writings of the prophets are read as long 
as we hare time:” 

Chief Part of Service. 

According to Martyr and other authorities 
b* the year 100 vor 140 after the death of 
Christ. the reading of the Scriptures, the 
Bible. was established as a chief part of 
Christian worship or service. 

During the first 1.500 years of the Chrie- 
tian era, until Bibles became plentiful, in 
England and elsewhere the public reading 
of the Scriptures was the chief part of the 
wotship and the chief or only way to give 
the “masses a knowledge of the Bible, to 
rg the heart and bring all into deeper 
unity. 

Though Bibles are plentiful today, still 
the reading of the Bible is the basic and 
chief part of the worship. 

. It ts God's word, God's letter to man. 
In the sermon we have the preacher speak- 
tag as man to man, in the prayer as man 
to God, but in the reading of the Bible 
as God to man. In rending the Bibie 
he is in a sense voicing God’s message to 
men and manifesting the sources of his own 
anthority. He is. interprets God's wil! 
and plan concerning every individual and 


the race. 
Should Awaken Aspirations. 
Such a spiritual exercise’ should awaken 
the aspirations of the worshippers -to receive 


a message from the universal Father. Bible 
reading is uniqne in its expression of this 
message for which the heart longs, and 
which the reader is receiving from above, 
from within. 

Therefore in Thible reading we expect the 
reacer to spiritually realize the thovnelt. 
life and spirit of a passage and share 
with us something of the revelation made 
to his own soul. When the Bible is read 
with gennineness and simplicity, no art is 
more sublime, nothing moves more deeply 
the hearts of a congregation.

Even where the doctor has warned 
us against sweets, because of im- 
paired digestive service, we may, 
perhaps, “slip over” a caramel or a 
couple of bonbons just to establish 
evidence of our patriotism. 

There is one substantial portion 
of the population, lacking yet from 
ten to fifteen years of its majority, 
to which celebration of “Candy 
Day” will mean added happiness iu 
proportion to the quantity of the 
product available. It would, we 
doubt not, were restraining wisdom 
lacking, turn every day into “Candy 
Day” and nights to dreams of 
cakes and pies and soda pop. So 
we shall have plenty of celebrants, 
and that, too, all along the line of 
years, for the “sweet tooth” seldom 
yields to dentist’s forceps. 

Atlanta, as one of the three 
largest candy manufacturing cen- 
ters in the United States, must have 
a celebration in keeping with the 
industrial eminence of the trade. It 
can and will. No home, upon that

faulty posture may be induced by 
certain kinds of work which the child 
does while sitting or standing, for 
example writing at a school desk not 
adjusted to the thild’s height, car- 
rying heavy books or other weights 
in one hand or under one arm.

correctible stage that the only effect- 
ive prevention demands a rigid ex- 
amination of every growing child 
each year by the family physician 
or any other competent | ysician, 
and for this examination all clothing 
must be removed from the hips up, 
the waistband loosened and pinned 
,looggly over the hips, the shoes re- 
ae f Unless this is done of course 
only 4 guess can be made about the 
condition of the spine. 

Sometimes parents or pethaps a 
clothing dealer or dressmaker notices 
that the child bas a “high shoulder” 
or “high hip,” which is usually indi- 
eative of curvature of the spine. 

General preventive and remedial 
treatment for the light cases in which 
the patient can still overcome the 
deformity by conscious effort (func- 
tional curvature before bony deform- 
ity develops), includes invigoration of 
the rather frail, weak growing body 
and intelligent physical training for 
good posture. These measures are 
commendable for children in all 
grades up to high sclwol graduation: 

1. Not less than nine hours sleep 
every night; for children in the lower 
grades 10 hours would be better and 
a mid-day or afternoon nap or rest in 
the recumbent posture for half an 
hour each day. 

2. Not more than an hour of study, 
either school work or music or other 


|home study, out of school hours, 


3 Vocal instruction or voice cul- 
ture is: good because it encourages 
the child to cultivate good posture 
and breathe well. 

4. Swimming is the best of all ex- 
ercises, especially breast stroke, or ee 
fact any kind of swimming. In 
schools where a swimming pool is 
available the weakly or frail children 
should be compelled to have this in- 
struction regularly. 

5. Cross saddle riding is ie nefi- 
cial; side saddle riding is objection- 
able. Bicycle riding is excellent ex- 
ercise for growing girls and boys. 

6. Climbing, “chinning yourself.” 
bar and trapeze exercises are ex- 
cellent gymnastic stunts, as are 
somersaults, head springs,  hand- 
springs and standing and walking 
on the hands. 

Special home exercises to oppose 
the curvature according to its degree 
and direction must be prescribed by 
the physician in each individual ease

Several members of the house, in the 
1921-22 session, are candidates for the 
senate this year, and it is claimed that 
most of them will win. 

Among the winners very probably 
will be George Carswell, of Irwin 
county, who is a familiar figure in 
beth branches of the asembly. 

He served in the senate in 1917-18, 
and was chairman of the finance com- 
mittee. ‘It will be recalled that he 
stood Jike a stone wall against muking 
uppropriations without having the cash 
in sight to mect diem, and the speech 
that he made in presenting the sen- 
ate’s réyised appropriation bill dur- 
ing that term lives as one of the urem- 
orable utterances in Georgia's legisla- 
tive history. ‘ 

Carswell is a forceful speaker: a 
student of financial legislation, and 
a progressive leader. 

He did not succeed in getting the 
income tax bill through this yeur, al- 
though he did his part faithfully and 
well in the house. . ° 

The bill had no substantial merit to 
sustain it; and if he and George Lank- 
ford, of Toombs, another strong and 
forceful member of the house, aad 
concentrated their efforts on the clas- 
sification bill instead of the bill which 
sought to impose both an income an 
a property tax upon the people, there 
is little doubt that a satisfactory re- 
vision of the tax laws could have been 
accomplished during the session that 
closed last Thursday. 

But that chapter is closed! If 
Carswell is elected to the semate there 
is no doubt that he will aspire to the 
presidency; and he will be a strong 
candidate for that honor. 

If elected be will make au excellent 
and fair presiding officer.

It was Mundy who introduced the 
amendment in the house to the so- 
called ineome tax bill providing that 
property assessed for an ad valorem 
tax should be exempt from any in- 
come levy—thereby seeking: by amend- 
ment to eliminate the objectionable 
double taxation feature of that meas- 
ure. . 

The Mundy amendment was carried 
by a substantial majority, but notice 
of reconsideration was given, and when 
reconsidered the house ‘by some 
means voted to divide the amendment 
in sections—the other section provid- 
ing for personal exemptions the same 
as provided in the federal] law. 

The house did not realize .what it 
was doing. That is the most charita- 
ble thing to say about it. 

_ When adopted by sections the sec- 
tion eliminating double taxation was 
lost, and the section providing the 
personal exemptions was adopted. 

Hence the double taxation feature 
was left in the bill although fully 
one-third of the members really be- 
lieved, until they had been advised 
otherwise, that that part of the Mundy 
amendment had been adopted.

With his desk piled high with the 
accumulation of bills, oi every de- 
scription and nature, 
read them in discussing why the sen- 
ate should not lose an hour’s work 
as contemplated, and successfully held 


d‘| the floor against a veritable barrage 


from the opposition, until the after- 
noon adjournment hour. 

The reading and commenting upon 
the importance of the various meas- 
ures was germaine to the literal issue, 
and there was no way on earth to 
block him. 

So Fleming of the eighth made 
them sit up and take notice. He im- 
mediately became a central figure. 


The late senate had @ number of 
businesses and professions represent- 
ed in the personnel. 

Senators Bond and Dennis Fleming 
are commercial travelers, and excep- 
tionally successful ones. 

They did not see legislation through 
the same glass, however. 

There were no more popular men in 
the hody—and deservedly so. 

Of course everybody knows that 
Senator Jones of the thirty-seventh is 
a newspaper man. From the lucid 
manner in which he discussed consti- 
tutional law, and from the pile of 
Supreme court opinions § genérally 
weighting down his désk, one would 
believe that he is first a lawyer, and 
second a journalist. At any rate he 
is a mighty clear, logical speaker and 
debater. 

Senator Jim Mills is a former presi- 
dent of the Farmers’ Union. He has 
done good service in Georgia in farm 
organization work, particularly in 
promoting interest in’ co-operative 
marketing. 

Senator Lucinda Brown is a capi- 
talist. He has sold his bottling busi- 
ness in Athens, and like other soft 
drink barons is living on the rewards 
of his early labors. 

IIe is a candidate for the house 
and may be a candidate for speaker 
pro tem—an honor he held with credit 
in the senate, 

Of course everybody knows that the 
Senate contained one dyed-in-the-wool 
republican—Senator Richards, from 
somewhere in the mountains. 

There was not a finer, cleaner mem- 
ber of the body, and while he did not 
participate in leadership he was at- 
tentive to his business, and always 
voted constructively. 

Senator ‘Thorpe is a_ turpentine 
operator, farmer and captain of indus- 
try generally. ‘Thought quiet and not 


{given to voice, the senate of 1922 did 


not contain a more earnest, sincere, 
representative man—and his populari- 
ty was attested by the senate passing 
a purely local bill of his squarely 
over the veto of the Governor. 

I could go on. There was so many 
men in the 1922 senate that stand out 
as men of especial ability, that I can 
not let go unchallenged the newspaper 
reports that the senate was to blame 
for the almost disgraceful record of 
the legislative session that has but re- 
cently closed. 

* « ” * 

Nor was the house—as one unit of 
the assembly—to blame. 

Some of the ablest men in Georgia 
—able lawyers, bankers, business 
men—were members of the house. 

But the house is too large. It is 
Unweildy, And there are too many 
professional legislators. who are mem- 
bers of it. 

One trouble with the legislature 
was the lack of co-ordination between 
the two branches. 

And another, and the most serious, 
was the lack of concentrated leader- 
ship. 

Too many men became self-a ppoint- 
ed leaders, thereby breaking the as- 
sembly into a mass of petty factions. 

By such a condition it was iin possi- 
ble to so concentrate any constructive 
majority to prevent moniority legis- 
‘lation. 

On the whole the session was dis- 
appointing almost to a degree of dis- 
gust. The last hours were little less 
than, if not indeed, a disgrace to Geor- 
gia. But that does not mean that the 
membership did not contain the 
names of many men from among the 
best and ablest in Georgia. 

What Georgia really needs is an 
assembly composed of one represen- 
tative from each senatorial district: 
one senator from each congressional 
district ; a GO day biennial session. 

And more business and less play.

"Hopes for Labor Paes 
Steady Nation’s Markets 


New York, August 20.—(By the As. 
sociated Press.) —While the past week 
has brought little real news of a con- 
structive nature, hopes for a speedy 
settlement of existing labor contro- 
versies have mounted higher and the 
country’s leading markets have shown 
an undertone of quiet strength. 

Failure of France and England to 
come to an agreement on the Germap 
reparation had an adverse effect 
here. Some anxiety: was also occa- 
sioned by the delay in announcing 
settlement for the coal strike which had 
been expected hourly in the closing 
days of last week. Fear that other 
railroad brotherhoods might join the 
shopmen’s strike added another cause 
for alarm. 

Several favorable influences soon 
turned sentiment into more optimistic 
channels, however. Among them were 
the news from Cleveland that a basis 
had been reached for a soft coal strike 
settlement, calling of a meeting at 
Philadelphia to settle the anthracite 
difficulty and agreement of the rail- 
road executives to meet the leaders 
of the “big four” brotherhoods in an 
effort to find a solution for the shop- 
men’s problem. More hopeful news 
from abroad and a favorable cotton 
consumption report also had a stimu- 
lating effect. 

Tension in the steel industry has 
been relieved to a certain extent by 
partial resumption of coal mining, par- 
ticularly in the Connelsville district, 
nevertheless, the pace became slower 
during the week and difficulty in se- 
curing coal supplies will have a crip- 
pling effect for the remainder of the 
year, it is thought. From a high 
point of 80 per cent in the summer 
the steel corporation’s rate of opera: 
tions has dropped to around 60 per 
cent of capacity. Independent com 
panies are sunning about 50 per cent. 

The latest report on revenue freight 
loadings shows another slight de- 
crease. Coal loadings, however, in- 
creased substantially thus reflecting 
the strenuous efforts being made by 


of the coal shortage. Large gains in 
miscellaneogus and merchandise log4- 
inge a year ago indicate that gen- 
eral trade i showing considerably 
more activity. Had coul loadings been 
up to normal for the season total 
loading would have exceeded by a 
good margin those of any week since 
the autumn of 1921 when an _ un- 
usually heavy grain movement taxed 
the capacity of the roads. 
Commodity markets were influenced 
greatly by the course of events on the 
other side of the water. Pessimism 


on the reparation program accom- 
panied by weakness in foreign ex- 
change had an adverse effect on both 
cotton and wheat early in the week. 
This coupléd with the usual mid-har- 
ivest ease forced the price of wheat be- 
neath the dollar mark. Some recovery 
was had later on export buying at- 
tracted by the decline, Cotton made 
progress during the week, An encour- 
aging feature was the government's 
report on consumption for the past 
year which showed that the mills of 
the country used up a million bales 
more than last year. The carryover 
into the present crop year, further- 
more, was only 2,800,000 bales as 
compared with 6,500,000 a year ago. 
This abnormally low carryover togeth- 
er with prospects for a short crop sug- 
gest the possibility of a scarcity of 
the staple. 

Money was easier the ruling rate 
for call funds in this market getting 
down to 3 per cent against an aver- 
age of 3 1-2 per cent a week before. 
Capital offerings nevertheless .showed 
a further decline, totalling $15,000,000 
as against $20,000,000 last week. Ab- 
sence of new issues in volume and a 
plentitude of money imparted strength 
to the bond market. The week’s re- 
port of the federal reserve system 
shows a small increase in bill holdings 
but bills discounted for member banks 
decreased, which shows that the com- 
mercial banks are able to handle the

Judge 
Russell has shown an active interest 
in the Georgia Normal for 30 years, 
and suceessive Georgia governors have 
felt it was peculiarly fitting, under the 
circumstances, that he should have a 
prominent connection with the board 
of the institution he first sponsored.
